Wins International Grand Championship for Rosemere Farms 


It’s International week again. The weatherman 
has been most gracious. Skies are clear, the air 
brisk and the ground is void of snow and ice. What 
a setting for the big show. The hour has come. The 
rail is filled to overflowing and the seats in the 
northwest section of the big coliseum are packed. 

Look! The big plank gates in the northwest 
corner of the arena are ajar. They open slowly to 
admit the first entrants in this major Aberdeen- 
Angus battle. Slowly, majestically the ton bulls 
swing through the gate and pull up to a halt along 
the rail. This is no comedy, not a smile ripples over 
the face of a single showman. The vast crowd has 
assembled to see what the big lad from Iowa is go- 
ing to do about it all. There is no sound. A more 
tense moment has never been experienced along Ab- 
erdeen-Angus row at any International. There are 
champions in this class and serious contenders as 
well. The clerk has finished checking and steps over 
to Judge “Milt”? Tudor who is seated in the box in 
the center of the arena and quietly announces “there 
Immediately the judge sheds his top

down the line and back, the parade, and back to the 
rail, then hands were applied, and the shifting be- 
gan.

There have been more aged bulls in this class in 
years gone by, but it is doubtful whether so many 
of this same high quality have ever greeted each 
other at this rail before. The General is lowset too, 
he’s smooth as well, is likewise deep, is of excellent 
balance, good head, straight top and bottom lines, 
and plenty of width and depth behind to make him 
a formidable foe in any battle line.

They took on new life, new hope, and new 
ambitions. At the leading shows of the na- 
tion Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle made 
a phenomenal exhibition of quality and mer- 
it that attracted more people to the Aber- 
deen-Angus way of thinking than ever be- 
fore. A greater number of good herds have 
never before been organized within a twelve 
month period. At the big shows “The Busi- 
ness End of Our Business’”—the finished 
bullocks have held their own in all competi-

tions. 
turn to page 40 of this issue where Secre- 
tary Tomhave sets out a portion of the maj- 


or winnings. What other breed or breeds 
combined can show a record like this, to say 
nothing of the local Club and Vocational 
shows that have been carried away by Ab- 
erdeen-Angus entries ? 

What would happen if any other major 
breed could claim a list of superb winnings 
like this? Would the supporters of that 
breed sit by and wait to see what another 
year would bring? The Journal believes 
they would do just what Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders are going to do—BEAT THE REC- 
ORD ALREADY ESTABLISHED if it can 
be done. 

The year 1937 then has in store greater 
achievement all along the line. There will 
be more Aberdeen-Angus fat steers shown 
during the year. This applies to both the 
4-H Club and the Vocational Schools as well 
as to the single and carlot competitions par- 
ticipated in by adults. Why not make a 
clean sweep if such a thing can be done, at 
least at the major shows. Such an ambition 
is laudable and beneficial to all breeders of 
beef cattle regardless of the breed they may 
foster. Our contemporaries are leaving no 
stone unturned in their endeavor to smother 
the Blacks at the big shows. The outcome 
of this friendly but serious competition is a 
marked improvement in all breeds including 
our own. We dare not stand still because 
the boys will overtake us if we do. So then 
in order to stay out in front the Journal 
urges that every effort be made to put the 
breed over bigger and better in 1937. It 
can be done. 

The Journal can imagine no finer thing 
for those fitting cattle to do than to keep 
in close touch with this office. We will be 
covering the field thoroughly this year and 
can and will if given an opportunity be de- 
lighted to cooperate with showmen in ar- 
ranging schedules that will help to bring 
about a wider range of winnings. The clos- 
er we are able to work together the better 
it is going to be for the breed. The Journal 
can be of some help. If you have something 
outstanding tell us about it in advance and 
we will do what we can to help you make 
the year bigger and better than 1936. The 
Journal is just as interested in the commer- 
cial end of our business as it is in the breed- 
ing end of the registered cattle business.

The Plan of Operation and Handling of New Herd 


I met Dave Mosier of the Chicago Commission firm Ingwersen, 
Mosier and Ingwersen, one day out in Iowa. To be exact it was a 
sunny June 8th in 1936 down at the Rosemere sale at Maquoketa. 
“What you doing here Dave?” I asked. The answer was a smile. 
We kept an eye on that gentleman a few minutes and quickly 
came to the conclusion that the smiling commission man from Chi- 
cago was not looking for a load of fat bullocks but rather that he 
was mightily interested in the breeding cattle that were to be sold 
that day. Not long after the sale had opened Dave was on the pan. 
The cattle he selected proved to be among the very best that was 
to be sold and the lads at the ringside were going pretty fast, but 
he knew his cattle and landed now and then—always taking home 
a good one. When the great bull Barbarian of Rosemere 93d 
478363 came into the ring and the price rapidly rose to $2200.00 
the top for the season so far, and the auctioneer pointed toward 
Dave Mosier the name of H. A. Douglas, of Bronson, Michigan, was 
registered for the first time upon the clerk’s books at an auction 
sale of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle. A herd bull had first been 
purchased. Then followed selection of several top females. Later 
Mr. Mosier selected a total of sixty head of cows and heifers that 
were to serve as the foundation for the Douglasdale herd. 


This was the beginning of what will undoubtedly prove to be, 
within a few years, one of the really great herds in America. 
Founded exclusively upon Rosemere breeding Mr. Douglas now 
plans to follow that line carefully. So auspicious was this beginning 
that the editor has followed closely what was to transpire in the 
unfolding of this man’s plans. As a result Mr. Douglas who is an 
inventive genius and president of the H. A. Douglas Manufactur- 
ing Company, manufacturers of Auto-Electric Parts, at Bronson, 
Michigan, has told in his own way a story that will be inspiring and 
instructive to Journal readers. And here is what Mr. Douglas has 
to say: 

“You asked me to write you personally to tell you of my plans 
relative to the operation of Douglasdale Stock Farm, how I pro- 
posed handling the Aberdeen-Angus purchased of Rosemere as well 
as the bull, Barbarian of Rosemere 93d. 

“In reply would say that for twenty-five years I have been in 
the manufacturing business and in the operation of that business, 
and the building of it up, we have had one basic policy which has 
succeeded and that was to eliminate every unnecessary operation, 
both in the design of our goods, and in the processes of manufac- 
turing the goods.

In 1927 we sold the sockets and wire for a 
headlamp for 16% cents; we now sell the same outfit for 7% cents, 
and in spite of these reduced prices, the goods in all instances at 
the lower price are very superior in every 
way to the goods originally sold.

“TI state the above because it is the fundamental princip] 
which I am working upon, and my effort is to prove that the a 
sound principles. of industry applied to farming will produce a bet- 
ter quality at a lower price, and if you can produce better qualit 
of farm products at lower prices, then you can make the ins 
produce profits. You can also find plenty of sale for your product 
This is why I scoured the country to obtain the very best breeding 
of the very best stock obtainable. This is why I purchased pure bred 
Herefords and pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, pastured them through 
the summer on the same pasture, fed them through the winter on 
the same feed, always under the same identical conditions, with 
the result that the Aberdeen-Angus gained 160 lbs. per head over 
the Herefords, and that is why I bought Aberdeen-Angus in the 
place of Herefords. 

“The cost of a manufactured product consists of three things, 
cost of labor, cost of material and operating expenses. The cost 
of a farm product consists of two things, cost of labor and operat- 
ing expenses; the materials come from the ground. 

“What must we then do to create a lower price product is ap- 
parently that keeping down the expense and the maintenance 
which consists primarily of so building that the cost of building 
may be charged off over a long period of time—twenty-five or 
thirty years; the cutting down of the cost of labor must be done in 
two ways, first by utilizing the help advantageously each day of 
the year; second, by increasing the amount of work performed per 
each work hour through conveniences of machinery, implements 
and the arrangement or processing on your farm and through 
your buildings.

“T selected this particular farm because the farm itself was 
a natural stock farm, having 200 acres of plow land and 164 acres 
of very excellent pasture land, the pasture land being cut through 
by a spring fed river. I decided on growing only alfalfa, corn, hogs 
and cattle for the market. ; 

“In view of the fact that the plow land laid on a ridge south 
of an east and west line, and the pasture land north of an east 
and west line running through the center -.of the farm, I located all 
buildings on this dividing line with a lane running north and south 
so that cattle could be turned out from the buildings into the lane 
and into any field so that work could be done in any field with 
the least amount of travel and loss of time. I located the buildings 
in the edge of the woods; I built the buildings down 
hill one-eighth inch to the foot to eliminate all drain- 
age problems, likewise the barn yard and feed lot 
graded one-eighth inch to the foot and cemented. | 
built the cattle barn as one leg of an L running 
northwest and southeast. I built the hog barn as the 
other leg of the L running northeast and southwest, 
these buildings on all ground floor, well lighted with- 
out any hay loft above because all feeding material 
should be on the ground floor for the cattle for 
economy and labor. I built four silos around the two 
sides of the corner of the L. The corners of the L 
were made the feed room to both buildings. Both 
buildings open on the feed lot and both buildings 


open into the feed room. The corn cribs and gran- 
ary built above the feed room for feeding into the 
grinder in the center. The silos acting as two sides 
of the granary and the other two sides being fram- 
ed through the center bins to the silos for strength. 
The cows fed on the north side and the steers on 
the south side of the cattle barn. The hog barn un- 
iversally as required for pigging, for bedding down 
of hogs running with cattle and for conditioning 
hogs for market.

Clarquin Acres destined to become the home of one of the 
most outstanding breeding herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
state of Illinois, is a recent creation in so far as the Doddies are 
concerned. Clarquin is composed of two very productive farms in 
the Jacksonville vicinity. One tract of 240 acres is located just 
west of Jacksonville in a very fertile valley and this is after all 
the home of the herd that is to be known by that name. The other 
portion of the farm is a tract of 430 acres south of Jacksonville, 
also exceedingly productive. Thus the combination assures ample 
feed at all times for the proper handling of this new herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle owned by Clarence Quintal, farm adviser for 
west central Illinois for the Prudential Insurance Company of 
ee not many months ago that Mr. and Mrs. Clarence 
Quintal were first observed perched on the seats about sale rings 
where outstanding breeding cattle were on offer. It seems that 
these two fine young people have been studying their Aberdeen- 
Angus lesson well and that they have set about building what will 
without question become one of the great herds of the nation. The 
illustrations adorning this page were snap shots taken by Mr. 
Quintal who is not an expert photographer. While they do not do 
the cattle justice from a picture standpoint they do serve to show 
the quality of the cattle that have been selected to form this 
foundation herd. A recent letter of inquiry concerning the individ- 
uals in this herd brought the following comments from Mr. Quintal 
imself:

And did you know, dear 
Aberdeen-Angus readers, it is astonishing 
how little thousands of breeders of other 
breeds yet know of these many good qual- 
ities because they have never actually own- 
ed them. I only wish there were far more 
Aberdeen-Angus in the west. I also wish 
we might send out brief pamphlets to the 
point, to nearly every breeder in the United 
States regardless of the kind of cattle they 
have, for I find through conversation that 
many have never had much literature and 
facts and when told of the winnings of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed since 1900 compared 
with all others at the final of all shows, the 
Chicago International, they did not know it 
had been half so great. This is not a mere 
accident. There has to be a reason and un- 
less they own them and know them and 
study it all out, many will never know. I 
only wish I had time to explain these rea- 
sons one by one in comparison. When look- 
ing at the picture shown in the snap shot 
you are looking west. If I had turned my 
little camera south you would see the great 
high mountains just four miles away and at 
the foot of these mountains lies beautiful 
Wallowa Lake. This is an Indian name pro- 
nounced Wal-lo-eva. This is probably the 
greatest natural irrigating reservoir in the. 
United States. It is one by four miles in 
size and from five to five hundred feet deep 
and requires hardly any dam. There are 
about thirty-thousand acres in this valley 
or sixty-thousand in the three valleys. 

I only keep about twenty-five registered 
breeding females or fifty head in all, and 
all are registered. The big wide-open west 
should know more about Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle.

B. A. Taylor, Maceo, Kentucky, establish- 
ed his Beech Hill Farm herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle only six years ago with a 
meager beginning of six heifers and now 
has a fine herd.

Dakota, writes: “To Mr. Charles H. Thorn- 
ton, Fon du Lac, Wisconsin, we have shipped 
a number of females as well as several out- 
standing herd bulls. Mr. Thornton last year 
purchased several carloads of foundation 
cows from Canada. He has taken them 
right into one of the finest dairy districts 
in the United States, and expects to develop 
a very fine herd of pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. This year he purchased with 
my assistance 50 head of pure bred females 
from Mrs. W. J. Bickert, Washburn, North 
Dakota.

COCKABGE FARMS 
PLANS BUSY WINTER. 

Final touches are being put on the new 
steer feed shed at Cockade Farms, Darling- 
ton, Maryland. The building is field stone 
and frame with a slate roof and an ingen- 
icus plan has been worked out in connection 
with the feed bunks. They are set on a 
concrete sill which prevents straw and ma- 
nure from working through into the feed 
aisle. Just above the feed bunks a guard 
rail has been suspended from the ceiling 
made of 2 inch iron pipe, to prevent the 
steers from coming over or from getting 
into the bunks. The entire arrangement 
makes for a maximum of light and air and 
is extremely easy to keep clean. 

For a reserve supply, a 1,000 gallon cy- 
press water tank is being built into the loft 
to take the drainage of the feed shed and 
the cattle barn. 

Manager Herbert Gorrell reports that 
Vaughn Flannery got tired of waiting for 
the C. C. C. boys and decided to do a little 
erosion work on his own in the only field 
on the farm which needed attention. The 
job done by working two men two weeks is 
unbelievable. A 15 year old gully, one- 
eighth mile long was checked with 12 log 
dams filled in behind with old stone fences, 
banks were dynamited and graded off and 
a series of gunny sack dams were built. Mr. 
Gorrell heartily recommends the gunny sack 
dam for cattle breeders who would like to 
stop serious washes in their pasture fields. 
The trick is to save up your old gunny 
sacks, fill them with earth and a handful of 
grass seed. 

Line up your sacks just as though you 
were building a low stone wall. In a few 
days the grass comes up through the gunny 
sack. By the time the sack is rotted away 
you have a turf covered earth dam. The 
wash has been sown in grass and lespedeza 
will be sown next spring. 

Cockade Farms will bet you that this 
pasture, the only poor one on the place, will 
five years from today be the finest blue 
grass pasture they have. 

New fencing is now going up around this 


field—locust posts and cypress plank so 
that the pasture can be used for either Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle or thoroughbred horses. 

Cockade Farms find it extremely pro- 
ductive to rotate their cattle with their 
horses so the thoroughbred horses never 
eccupy a pasture more than two years in a 
row, thus reducing the danger of parasites, 
a assuring healthy horses and healthy 
cattle.

“Corn silage less grain with a mixture of 
alfalfa will be fed to the cows.

“Cows will calve in March; calves will run 
with the cows and will be fed grain and corn 
from the first and turned into pasture the 
first of May, brought up in October, the 
cows on one side of the cattle barn and the 
steers on the other side, fed through until 
the last of May, cows and calves going into 
pasture and in May the steers run into the 
cow side of the cattle barn, fed and condi- 
tioned for market in August. The building 
being well ventilated and screened to elim- 
inate flies, and so that the cows will be 
comfortable for feeding during the period 
from May until August.

“As you will note, I have only attempted 
to give the general plan and the reason for
